Freighted with ovér five thousaod tons of the: 
best.Welsh coal, she cleared from Cardiff in 
the carly part of last year to run the Viadivo.: 
stok-blockade. All went well till she reached: 
Jopan Sea, where in the early part of February ; 
she encountered massive ice floes and blinding: 
snowstorms. At first her staunch frame with. | 
stood the furious onslaughts made .upoo'it by’ 
the continual thudding against her sides, 
and Jor over seven weeks she drifted with tide 
and current, her steam failing togive her tead- 
way, Every now and. again she would free 
herself and forge onward, only to be grasped 
still: firmer bythe on-coming ‘floes, In this 
position of imminent danger .the anxieties of 
the officers with a mixed crew of Chinamen, 
Cascars, and Spaniards were intensified, and 
on March toth it was found that the forward 
plates had been stove in and the vessel was 
vmaking water, A terrific snowstorm followed, 
and notwithstanding all the exertions which 
were put forward, the water continued to ins 
crease in the fore hold. The vessel was fast

EXCAVATIONS AT 
HERCOLANEUM, 


a es : 
Professor Charles Waldsteln of Cambridge, 
rofessor of fine“aris in the 
university and formerly a director of the 
American Schoot-at Athens, has come to this 
country in the interest of a‘plan forthe systems 
atic excavation of ‘Herculaneum, which he 
describes..ns a vastly more interesting field 
than Pompeii, The latter was covered to 1 
depth of only about fifteen fédet by the outflow 
of the volcany, while Herculaneum was buried 
in many places ta a depth of eighty feet. 
Engineers now suggest that the city need not 
be ‘uncovered to the surface, which would 
destroy the Italian’ town of Resign, but.ehat it 
might be opened as an underground city, light- 
ed by électricity, making ,a sort. of artificial 


Mammoth cave with occasional openings to |~ 


tre surface for fresh air and to give,display to 
particular villas of importance: Land is not 
too expensive in the town overhead to permit 
having ‘plenty of these openings wherever de- 
sirable. The chief reason for the proposal to 
make a city underground is’ that of economy 
in-excavation, The restaration would also be 
saved from the forces of outdoor nature, not- 
ably the heavy rains, and 80 could be retained 
much as an inside exhibit. Pompei and 
Herculaneum are no'more alike, although only 
eight miles apart, than Coney Island and 
Newport. : : 
_ The difference between the cities is that 
Pompeii, though much influenced by Hellenic 
culture, was never a real centre of Greck 
civil zation, wheress Herculaneum, a distincily 
Hellenic foundation, ever was a representative 
home of Greek art and literature, as the, 
spasmodic excavations gress made have 
shown. Pompeii was 4 purely commercial 
town; not a single manuscript has been found 
there, while at Herculaneum the unsystematic 
excavations of the past have yielded from one 
villa alone 17S0:papyri. Nearly all the perfect 
specimens ‘of art, notab'y the bronzes, have 
come down to us ia the most benatiful state of 
preservat.on from Herculaneum, and not from 
Pompeii.’ - 

~ Besides this intrinsic difference between the 
two places, the eruption of 70:A. D, affected 
them very differently. Pompeii, standing on 
an ominence, was destroyed, but not complete- 
ly covered by hot ashes, cinders and pumice 
stone. The objects, of art, asa result, have 
cither'been modified, damaged or destroyed. 
As the tops of the houses were visible after the 


eruption, the inhabitants of the surrounding |. 


country returned to dig after treasures. Her-

CHINA'S NEUTRALITY. ° 

The jmportant news which: we received 
late Inst night from_ our special correspon: 
dent regarding the presence of a fleet of 
Ohinese junks, presumably inden’ with pro- 
visions, ‘awaiting the approach ‘of the 
Russian squadron off Cape St. John's, brings 
into prominence the question’ of Chinese 


neutrality. -In the present case it is quite: 


clear (hat so long as the junks reniain in 
their present position ‘there can be.no viola- 


[tion of China’s attitude of neutrality. 


‘Twenty miles off the coast of Kwangtung is 
well beyond.the limit of territorial’ waters, 
But China is in a peculiarly difficult posi- 
lion, and it is doubtful if the authorities in 
the Middle Kingdom could possibly inter- 
fere with Russian designs should Radjest’ 
vensky decide to utilise any of the numerous 
bays along the coast for the’ purpose of 
taking in provisions or making necessary 
repairs, The Waiwupu is keenly alive to 


the dangers of the situation, but from the, 


reports publisticd only the other Gay it would 
seem that the Chinese Government are 
determined to adopt a policy of masterly 
_ | inactivity. ‘They have refused to send war: 
‘| ships to Canton ; they have no intention of 
patrolling the coast ; they will simply aet the 
part of intergsted spectators, Tt js true that 
the Canton authorities have received instruc 
tions to hinder in every. way any schemes 
which might be formed by Cantonese mer- 
chants to supply goods to the Russian ficet. 
They have been warned that Ching’s neu- 
trality must be preserved - from, violation by 
Chinese subjects at all hazards, ° But, says 
the’ Admiral of the Fleet, it would be 
useless to. send warships to enforce that 
neutrality, because the Japanese: did not 
respect China's position-when her warships 
ran into Chefoo and sank the Retsfitini, 
‘Therefore, China will merely issue com- 
mands. that neutrality conditions must be 
riod and trust that this cry in the wild: 
emness will suffice to scare the Russians 
away from neutral ports, It'has to be ad- 
milted that China occupies an unenviable 
position in the midst: of the belligerent. 
No doubt the authorities would be only too 
willing to escape the effects of any violation 
of the neutrality regulations, but'as a. matter 
of fact China is merely ¢ pawn in the game, 
swept hither and thither at the will of the 
contending Powers, When itis remember- 
,ed that” Rodjestvensky has deliberately 
dawdled along the French coast, entering a 


harbour here and anchoring in some back- | 


water there, loading coals and ‘provisions , at 
leisure, dressing up his fivet for the fight 
which seems as far off as ever, passing .by 
unheeded the courteous protests of the 
French Government regarding his stay in 
territorial waters, and only moving: along at 
his own swect will, it will be recognised that 
the Chinese have good reason to feara 
similar procedure when the China coast is 
tenched by the Russians. It is impossible, 
however, that even ‘if, Rodjestvensky did at 
tempt to sail pleasantly into any one of the 
ports in Kwangtung province there could be 
any conflict. It. would merely mean the 
same old procedure, a diplomatic protest by 
China, an apologetic rejoinder by Rod- 
.jestvensky, and a calm. journey towards 
the next port. But what China, has 
specially to watch is the’ conduct, of her 
nationals In the event of the Baltic Fleet's 
arrival within Chinese ‘waters. . There is no 
keener business man in-the’ world than, the 
average Chinaman., He sees an opportunity 
for, trade where others would starve, It is 
not likely, then, that with a big flect of war- 
ships in the offing, anxious to obtain all the 
foodstufis available, and ready to pay any 
price within reason for them, the Chinese 
trader will meekly fold his arms and allow 
such a Heavcn-sent chance to slip away. It 
is not in, human nature, ‘and certainly not in 
the nature of the Chinese to neglect such 
opportunities; and that is exactly the question 
which the Imperial Government have to
